The drawings stand objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a) because the primary winding 
having a conductor with a cross-sectional area greater than a cross-sectional area of the 
conductor of the additional winding, as claimed, is not expressly illustrated in the drawings. This 
objection is met by changing the numbering of Fig. 8 to Fig. 8A and adding a new Fig. 8B that 
depicts the primary winding in cross section and the secondary winding in cross section. The 
new drawings are submitted as replacement sheets. Paragraphs [0022] arid [0052] of the 
specification are also amended to reflect the new Figure. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Applicant acknowledges that claims 42-45, 47-70, and 72-75 are allowed. 

Reason for Allowability 
Comments on Statement of Reasons for Allowance 

Applicant thanks the Office for stating its primary reason for allowance of said claims. 
However, Applicant does not claim that the recited differences in cross sectional areas of the 
main and additional windings necessarily result in eliminating the limited efficiency by the 
saturation level of the wire size that is used for the electric motor construction. The recited 
differences in cross sectional area of said windings is a critical part of the invention but the 
scientific basis as summarized by the Office (eliminating limited efficiency by the saturation 
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level of the wire size) may not be solely a function of saturation level of the wire size. Applicant 
otherwise concurs in the Office's summary of the primary features of the invention.
